Argentine, Chile, China, Ja­ 
pan, Syria,' Persia and Galilee, lit 
which fields, also, missionary work 
is being carried on by the Southern 
Baptist Convention at this time.

the exception of Japan 
the education of the people has 
been very backward and children 
are always the losers where Ig­ 
norance and supersition prevail. In

where medical and surgical skill 
can heal thair diseased and maimed 
bodies and put them on the road 
to happier and more efficient lives, 
are fundamental to the success of 
missionary endeavor and the moral 
and spiritual uplift of the people.
